"HOW HAVE THE (SfJPPOSED) MIN- 
ISTRY FALLEN?" 

Wo do not pity the Loader of the Op- 
position. For the discreditable situation 
in which bo finds biuQHclf to day ho has 
but himself to blame. Mr. Wal kern's 
course during the proaeut session baa 
been that of a political hypocrite. While 
professing friendship to the Government 
in cno breath he has bitterly and coarsely 
assailed them in the next. Whilst profier- 
ing unsolicited his aid in passing Minis- 
terial measures, he has attaobe.l and 
ridiculed their policy .impeded legislation 
au:l acted generally in a manner that bas 
weakened tho slight hold he till lately- 
had on public confidence. The rpeech 
Mr. Walkem made on the night of his re- 
turn from San Francisco was worthy of a 
patriot. Tho course ho has pursued m 
the HoubO has been that of a place-hunter. 
Men aro judged by their acts, not by 
their professions. The acts of theLeader 
of the Opposition have been at variance 
with his declared convictions. Hence- 
forth we must bo excused if we hesiiato 
to reposo confidence in his utterances. 
Gay in the fables says— 

"An open f t.o may provo a curss, 
But a pretended friend la wor..u." 

The position Mr. Walkem occupies to-day 
is that of a politician who, by tendering 
his good offices to the Ministers, sought to 
worm himself into their confidence for the 
purpose of betrayal. Wo do not say that 
this was really his aim; but turely his 
oonduct justifies tho suspicion and places 
him in a very unfavorable light before 
tho public. 

Duriug the past thirteen years Mr. 
Wallcem has filled a prominent posi- 
tion in tho public eye of this 
Province. In the old Crown Col- 
ony days Cariboo sent him as her re- 
presentative to the Legislative Council. 
But she did not repeat tho honor; because 
ho voted against the introduction of re- 
sponsible institutions. Whon next he tat 
in the Council it was as tho nominee of 
Governor Seymonr. Back-stairs influ- 
ence seated him where tho miners would 
not. In the Legislative Council he voted 
against responsible institutions. Every 
session down to tho very last prior to con- 
federation the vote of Mr. Walkem will 
be found recorded against responsible 
Government. When Mr. Humphreys 
(who now delights to sit at Mr. Walkem's 
feet and do him honor) moved that ro 
sponsible Government he introduced sim- 
ultaneously with Confederation, Mr. Wal- 
kem voted against the resolution. When 
Canada cros.-ed the Rocky Mountains and 
wedded Columbia. Mr. Walkem was one 
of the first to avail himself of tho privi- 
leges of tho conr-titutioual liberty ho hud 
done bis best t > stifle. He entered the first 
Ministry ,aud whentbatcrumbled he enter- 
ed the second Ministry with principles 
diametrically opposite to tho*e he had en 
tertaincd in the first. That ue is not t 
member of the third, (if we are to judge him 
by his antecedents) is not the fault of Mr 
Wulkem. In ^ower the Leader of the 
Oppo.-ition wasa tyrant.Out of power ho is 
b| turns the sycopnant and braggart; but 
always the hypocri e. Mr. Mara Jilted 
tho veil a littJe way on Saturday and ex- 
posed the length Mr. Walkem wub pre- 
pared to go to injure a consistent oppo- 
nent of his party. Early in 1875 
Mr. Marcus Smith, acting Chief Euginet-r, 
noted ulao as purveyor to the railway par- 
ties thm in tho field in British 
Columbia. Mr. Walkem claimed to t-x- 
•rcisti a controling influence over 
Mr. Smith; and threatened Mr. 
Mara that ho would exorcise that in- 
fluence to Mr. Mai a s business detriment. 
'1 ho threat vo . Id have been carried into 
effect. Mr. aidra would Lave been mule 
to smait financially fur his independence; 
but "tha bast laid plans," etc. Before 
many days Mr «mith*s powers were cur- 
tailed. Another purveyor was appointed 
and the "little game" to use Federal 
patronage to influence tho general elec- 
tions was blocko.l. lint if Sir. Mara'a in 
dependence aroused Mr. Walkem t.u threats 
in 1870, the >auie nob'o quality has excit 
cd him to action in 1877. There is or. the 
statute-book u law which denies to a Do- 
minion contractor a seat in the Local 
Home. Huff, Mr. Mai a has supplied at 
various times during the past two years 
goods to tho Canadian survey parties that 
aggregate about §50.000 in value. Some 
of these were supplied in moments of 
emergency when a refusal would have 
oeriously damaged the public service. 
Latt year, it will bo remembered, a lurKe 
anantitv of C. P. R. S. supplies on the 
North lbonipsou was ileairoyeu t>y n. 
f.eBhet and a poition of these were dupli- 
cated by Mr. Muni's firm. Mr. Walkem 
loos, or pretends to see, in these facia an 
infraction of tho ludepoudoueo of Parlia- 
ment Act. Ho closes his eyes to tho in- 
terpretation clause, which periui s "iso- 
lated" supplies. Ho weais a gold pi.^ce 
o for each oyo, and so absorbed ib ho w ith 
tho contemplation of his prospec- 
tive gain as informer that lie will 
not pauso loug enough to observotho 
lamentable spectacle ho presents to the 
people of tho Province. Mr. Walkem has 
been Premier of tho Province. He has 
been a delegate to England and was hon- 
ored there as no other Columbian was 
over honored. To day ho stauds before 
tho country as one who seeks 
to enrich himself by financially 
ruining an opponent. Every reader of 
Naturf.t History knows that the drones of 
the h'.ve ; ' rive to possess themselves of 
the f tore of honey tho woikers lay up. 
Mr, Mara, by ceaseless industry, business 
toot aud houo.-fy, has acquired l^eatis 
whioh tho Leader of the Opposition is 
about to make a bold dnsh to deprive 
him of. Twenty-two thousand five hun- 
dred plums! "Isn't that a dainty dish to 
sot before" the Loader of tho Opposition V 
Bat like tho bewitched black pudding in 
tho fairy tale that attacheil itself to the 
good woman's nose, it will remain within 
tempting reaoh of tho Leader's appetite- 
but it will never be enjoyed by him or 
anyone but the rightful owner. Mr.Wal- 
kaiB s a\»:ioo or spite haa blinded him so 



effectrallv that he cnunot or will not see 
tho situation in whioh ho has plncod him- 
self. Tho spectacle of a man who has 
enjoyed tho highest honors within tho 
gift of tho peoplo carried away by ignoble 
feelings, descending to the position of an 
Informer, is ouo that wo cannot contem- 
plate without pain; his conduct, we feel 
sure, public opinion everywhere will con- 
demn. If Mr. Walkem concludes to 
carry his ease into Court we shall be glad; 
because Mr. Mara has everything to gain 
by an investigation; but our belief is that 
he will back down, for ho has not got a 
legal leg to stand on. 

COLONIAL IftAREIAGES. 



$cur gututrtisicnictttsi. 



Tho London Daily News of March lft 
has tho following: "Mr. Knatchbull- 
Hugesseu carried his Colonial Mairinge 
Bill yesterday against tho opposition of 
tho Attorney General, if not of the Gov- 
ernment, by tho large majority of 51 on 
a division in which, bosides tho tellers. 
333 voted. If the result cannot bo fairly 
regarded ns a Government defeat, it is yet 
a doTeat of a side which the Government 
supported. Mr. Kuatchbull-Hugessen's 
Bill does no mere than logically carry out 
a decision which has been come to by 
successive advisers of the Crown. All the 
Colonies, following tho repeated exam- 
ple of tho House of Commons, have pass- 
ed Acts legalizing these marriages, which 
popular feeling in all Protestant coun- 
tries but Scotland rather encourages than 
condemns. Under both Liberal and Con- 
servative Administrations tho Queon has 
been advised to sanotiou these Actfl, and 
hence has grown up a serious colonial 
grievance. An Australian colonist may 
contract a perfectly legal marriage in the 
southern hemisphere; but if ho conies 
borne ho may find that ho has changed 
something move than the sky above him . 
Ho is within the samo Empire; but the 
law which made his children legitimate at 
home denies them their birthright here. 
The Bill read a second time yesterday re- 
moves this injustice by enacting that such 
marriages when contracted in colonies 
where they are legal shall hold good in 
this country. As Mr. Roebuck and other 
speakers pointed out, the result is merely 
to make n law which the Crown has sanc- 
tioned good for all the dominions of tho 
Crown. However unjust a law may be, 
if a man breaks it bo does so at his peril ; 
but there should bo no risk in doing what 
is lawful. An Australian, howover.might 
be entirely ignorant of tho difference in 
this respect between his own laws and 
those in tho Old Country; aud it is intol- 
erable and dangerous to tho unity of the 
Empire to treat him as a foreigner and ig- 
noie the law under which he has hitherto 
lived. This is what the supporters of the 
present system do. Mr. Hubbard and 
others of the same sido, spoke of tho Col- 
onial Acts as foreign laws. The voto of 
yesterday is, thercforo, less to bo regard- 
ed as one in favor of making our marriage 
law harmonize with that of tho reel of the 
world than as a vote affirming tho unity 
of tho British Empire, and recognizing 
our colonial fellow bubjeets as fellow citi- 
zens also.

We regret 
to kuow that this pest for the first timo 
hns appeared west of the Cascados. We

Most of English states- 
men live from hand to mouth, from day 
to day, and few comprehend tho historic 
importance of the eastern queston, The 
policy pursued in London is not the pal- 
cy of the English people. Everything is 
made dependent upon problematical p»r- 
limontary debates aud chance majorities 
of a few votes. Should there bo war the 
heaviest share of t ho ro-ponEibility for 
its consequence would rost upon Eug- 
and. 

Florence, Mach 28. — Prince Antonio 
Bonaparte, nephew of Napoleon I., is 
dead. 

Singapore, March 27.— The Sultan of 
Perah was forcibly arretted ltfst night 
without a warrant or written authority. 
A writ of habeas corpus was applied fur 
and refused by tho registrar. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, March 30.— An Am- 
erican ship, Frank Jones, in ballast 
for Manilla, while being towed (o sea 
to-day parted a hawser off Fori Point 
and went ashore about 200 yards out- 
side tho fort, a strong wind blowing. 
At last reports the ship was pounding 
heavily; as the* bottom there is cover- 
ed with jagged" rocks, there is scarcely 
any hope of saving her. The tug kept 
too near to the south shoio and the 
hawser broke three times, and tho 
last time, tho ship being close to tho 
rocks, tho pilot attempted to get sail 
on her, but, she struck before anything 
could be accomplished. 

San Francisco, March 30. — A dis- 
patch from Chico gives the full con- 
fession of A. M. Ames, reputed organ- 
izer of the Labor Union. He confirms 
the reports previously published as to 
tho mission of tho Council of Nine, 
stating thai he joined tho order for the 
purpose to exercising his influence 
against violence, and when ho found 
it impossible longer to prevent it he 
withdrew. It appears from the state- 
ment that the Council of Nino has been 
simply a cloak to shield the Labor 
Union, and that the latter organization 
is properly responsible for the crimes 
committed against life anl property. 
Ho details the signs, passwords, grips 
and tokens of tho order. Those who 
took the second degree in tho Union 
wore sworn to kill Chinese, and whites 
also if need be, to effect the extermin- 
tion of the former. The confession 
details a stato of affairs in Chico almost 
incredible, were his statements not sup- 
ported by other evidence.

Patti and Caux. 

The following is tho original account 
iven by the "Golos," the principal 
paper of St. Petersburg, of tbo facts 
which led to the separation of tho Mar- 
quis- of Caux and Adeliua Patti. It 
reaches us by way of the Paris *'Fi- 
aro." The Russian paper, as will be 
seen by the translation, published the 
story without the names; but tho "Fi- 
garo" supplied these iu full, and with- 
out any hesitation whatever. Here is 
tho harrowing recital: 

In an empire which we will not 
mention there was an artist who had 
been the delight of tbo public of the 
capital for many years. 

People called her inulnerable to 
the attacks of love; but it nevertheless 
happened, somewhat lately, that she 
conceived a violent passion for a young 
tenor, equally appx-eciated by the same 
public. 

While quite young this artist had 
espoused a noblotnau — whether a 
count, marquis or viscount is not men- 
mentioned. She was said to be quite 
smitten with him. He, on bis part, 
adored bis wife, and bad a special and 
hearty admiration for her voice, which 
was worth untold gold to him. Ho 
was invaiiably first to be seen at the 
theatre, armed with a glass, and he al- 
ways gave tlio signal for applause. 

The young tenor was destined to he 
the first cloud which floated over these 
conjugal skies which nothing seemed 
likely ever to overcast. The husband 
bocame suspicious — not without reason 
it is said — and resolved not to permit 
his wife to appear ou tho stage with 
the lover. This was a verbal condition 
in the contract which ho made with her 
Jast manager. The director had 
promised that the lover should not ap- 
pear ou the same night with the artist; 
but how resist, when the great lady 
offered him her service for a represen- 
tation gratis? Thus the unfortunate 
husband was compelled to witness the 
abominable Romeo and Juliet businoss 
right before his eyes. 

An osplouioti wna inevitable, and it 
came the day beforo yesterday. 

The artist was in her dressing-room, 
with her diamonds laid out before hor, 
when her husband came iu like a 
bomb. Directly a sound was he:'rd 
outside tho partitious as of voices in- 
coherent and furious. All the theatre 
people rushed to the door and took up 
convenient positions for listening The 
husband and wife were vying in loud 
declamation, nnd the listeners had no 
difficulty in hearing theso words: 

'•I have given you, you vulgar ple- 
beiau, a title of nobility, and iu turn 
you have acted toward mo tho part of 
a prostitute I" (sic). 

"Tenez! there's your pay for your 
title, then!" 

And the listeners heard a sound like 
a shower of jewels on tbo floor, sue 
ceeded by tho rattling of the caskets, 
which followed their contents to the 
ground. 

An instant after thero was a noise 
like a hiss, and cries of "Help! help!" 
The director forced open Lhe door and 
tried to separate tbo pair. The hus- 
band ordered offtbe intruders, declaring 
that the woman was Iub wife, but Bho 
oriedout: 

•'Take him away; be is no husband 
for mel"
